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I.  General 

A.  Locality  -  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts 

B.  Type  of  Project  -  A  social  services  complex  is  proposed  as  part  of 
the  Campus  High  Urban  Renewal  Project.  The  cofiiplex  will  house  several  service 
providers  offering  facilities  in  the  following  areas;  health  and  family  life 
day  care,  employment,  legal  service  (criminal  and  civil)  CAP  administration 
economic  development  and  community  organization.  The  complex  will  include 

a  primary  and  satellite  buildina. 

II.  Program  Prercquisities 

A.  Relocation  requirements  -  The  necessary  procedures  will  be  planned  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Public  Facilities  Department  in 
accordance  with  established  procedures. 

B.  Civil  Rights  -  on  file 

C.  Service  Area  -  The  Service  Area  for  the  proposed  facility  is  identified 
on  Map  2  .  It  is  roughly  equivalent  to  Subarea  2  of  the  Boston  Model 
Neighborhood.  For  the  purpose  of  population  calculation  included  is  Census 
tracts  ,^0805  -  0808,  0814  -0816  plus  the  population  estimated  for  the  new 
housing  construction  in  #0805  which  is  part  of  the  Campus  High  Renewal  project. 
This  service  area  is  essentially  the  same  as  that  presently  serviced  by 

many  of  the  proposed  program  elements  of  the  facility  and  is  therefore  reasonable 
in  relationship  to  the  proposed  scope  of  services.  The  preliminary  building 
program  contained  as  part  of  551.14  closely  relates  design  and  capacity  to 
proposed  service,  with  allowance  for  possible  growth  in  demand  induced 
by  the  improved  facility  quality  and  Detter  access  this  facility  will  afford. 

D.  Project  location  -  The  location  of  both  primary  and  satellite 
facility  afford  maximum  accessibility  to  all  residents  of  the  service  area.  . 
The  new  road  pattern  and  the  changing  character  of  the  Dudley  Station 

area  will  make  the  proposed  site  for  the  primary  facility  one  of  high 
visibility  and  readily  accessibility.  Dudley  Station  is  the  crossroads  of 


i 


the  Roxbury  community ,  it  is  also  the  natural  focal  point  for  auto^, bus  and 
pedestrian  traffic  in  the  proposed  service  area.  On-site  parking  makes  this 
a  primary  site  for  locating  both  service  and  commercial  operations.  The 
joint  development  concept  of  LRCC  and  the  Public  Facilities  Department  recognizes 
the  value  of  the  site  by  providing  for  both  types  of  uses.  The  location  of 
the  satellity  in  the  existing  Cooper  Community  Centre  building  provides  a 
continuity  of  traditional  neighborhood  identification  of  the  building  as 
a  service  delivery  center.  Its  location  in  the  midst  of  the  new  housing 
development  by  LRCC  makes  it  a  prine  site  for  the  day  care  activities  for 
which  it  will  be  used.

As  noted  on  the  Campus  High  Urban  Reneval  Plan  there  is  provision  for 
a  community  service  center.  This  unit  is  contiguous  to  the  buildings  which 
are  currently  under  construction  The  day   care  center  v/ill  be  located  in 
the  existing  Cooper  Community  Center  building  which  is  in  the  new  housing 
development  also  within  this  renewal  project. 

IV.  Income  level  of  the  Area  to  be  served 

On  the  basis  of  the  latest  available  decennial  census  data,  60%  or 
over  of  the  families  whose  needs  are  proposed  to  be  served  by  the  facility 
are  low  and  moderate  income  families  --------------------  -14 

V.  Relevance  of  program  objectives 

A.  Accessibility  to  low-  and  moderate- income  persons-  ----------3 

In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  low-  and  moderate-income  persons 
being  served  in  the  immediate  service  area,  for  whom  the  center  is  within 
ready  walking  distance,  the  sites  are  in  close  proximity  to  Dudley  Station. 
This  combined  with  on-site  parking  and  the  use  of  buses  by  several  of  the 
proposed  constituent  programs  makes  the  facility  readily  accessible  to  low- 
and  moderate-income  persons  from  throughout  Roxbury.

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B.  Provisions  of  community  service  -------------------8 

In  1969  LPXC,  under  a  contract  v/ith  the  Educational  Planning  Center 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  did  a  study  of  the  social  services  needs  of 
the  area.  At  that  time  it  was  found  that  the  presence  of  a  number  of  service 
agencies  in  the  neighborhood  in  the  past  had  lead  to  a  strong  sense  of 
community  cohesion  and  pride.  However  within  the  immediate  past  many  of  these 
agencies  have  been  forced  to  close  their  doors  because  of  public  action 
(highways,  urban  renewal),  and  several  others  are  scheduled  for  demolition 
as  part  of  the  Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project.  An  example  is  the 
Roxbury  Federation  of  Neighborhood  Centers,  which  at  one  point  had  three 
functioning  centers  in  the  primary  service  area,  all  of  which  have  been 
taken  for  public  action. 

Current  service  providers,  and  their  future  plans  are  listed  below: 
(1)  Cooper  Community  Center 

719  Shawmut  Avenue 
Summary  of  Services:  Cooper  provides  the  following  programs  on 
a  full-time  basis:  (1)  Nursery  School;  (2)  Head  Start  classes; 
(3)  After-School  Programs;  (4)  Senior  Citizens  program;  (5)  Low 
Cost  Buying  Club.  The  following  programs  are  offered  during  the 
summer  months:  (1)  Day  Camp;  (2)  Summer  Exchanges  (with  suburban 
communities);  (3)  In-Town  program  (for  children  too  old  for  day 
camp).  Cooper  provides  staff  for  the  nursery  school  and  after-school 
program,  and  space  for  the  other  programs. 

Future:  Cooper's  building  was  originally  scheduled  for  demolition. 
They  will  be  moving  to  a  new  structure  some  5  blocks  north,  in  the 
South  End,  and  will  focus  on  that  service  area.  The  structure  will 
remain,  and  be  used  as  a  satellite  for  the  proposed  Social  Services 
Complex. 


(2)  Ruggles  Street  Nursery  School 
159  Ruggles  Street 

Summary  of  Services:  Day  care  services  for  35  children,  31  of  \v'hcm 
come  from  the  Lower  Roxbury  area.  The  staff  consists  of  a  Director, 
2  teachers,  2  aides,  and  3  part-time  support  personnel.  Specialized 
services  are  provided  by  the  Central  staff  of  the  Associated  Day  Care 
Services,  of  which  the  center  is  a  part. 

Future:  The  Nursery  School  will  leave  its  current  inadequate  facilities 
to  locate  in  rehabilit-ntoc-^p^c^ 'in  the  Mission  Hi  11 -Extension  Public 
Housing  Project  in  the  Fall,  1972.  The  new  location  is  outside  the 
service  area  for  the  proposed  facility. 

(3)  Whittier  Street  Neighborhood  Development  Center 
25  Whittier  Street 

Summary  of  Services:  Direct  services  are  provided  from  this  center 
for  sub-area  II  of  the  Roxbury-North  Dorchester  APAC.  Programs 
include:   (1)  Tutorial;  (2)  Buying  Club;  (3)  Community  organization; 

(4)  Women's  Group  and  Sewing  Group:  (5)  Children's  and  Teen-age 
recreation  (at  Cabot  St.  gym) 

Future:  The  Whittier  Street  Center  will  remain  in  operation. 
(4)  Roxbury-North  Dorchester  APAC 

several  locations 
Summary  of  Services:  The  APAC  operates  an  OEO-funded  Community  Action 
Program  (CAP)  emphasizing  community  organization  and  community  development, 
directed  toward  fostering  community  identity,  cohesion  and  cooperation 
among  the  diverse  segments  of  the  Roxbury-North  Dorchester  area.  Several 
programs  are  located  in. the  service  area:   (1)  Head  Start,  for  90 
children,  at  60  Vernon  St.;  (2)  Youth  Program,  at  60  Vernon  Street; 
(3)  Neighborhood  Employment  Center,  at  2401  Washington  Street  (Bartlett 
Building);  (4)  Administrative  Offices,  at  2249  Washington  Street. 


Future:  All  programs  at  50  Vernon  Street  will  be  forced  to  find 
new  space,  as  this  building  is  scheduled  for  demolition.  The  Head 
Start  program  is  proposed  for  location  in  the  Social  Services 
Complex  satellite  at  719  Shawmut  Ave.  The  Neighborhood  Employment 
Center  and  Administrative  Offices  are  proposed  for  location  in 
the  primary  facility  as  both  are  in  less  than  ideal  space.  The 
Youth  Program  is  seeking  space  elsewhere. 
(5)  Cabot  Street  Recreation  Center 

Summary  of  Services:  Direct  services  are  provided  for  approximately 
500  children  and  teen-agers.  Programs  include:  (1)  Basketball 
leagues;  (2)  Arts  and  crafts;  (3)  Modern  dancing  course;  (4)  Boxing; 

(5)  Use  of  gym,  swimming  pool  and  game  room. 

Future:  This  building  is  to  be  demolished  as  part  of  the  Campus 
High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project.  Its  functions  will  be  assumed 
as  part  of  the  high  school  program,  by  the  Roxbury  Boys  Club,  and 
by  the  APAC  Youth  Program. 

(6)  Whittier  St.  Health  Unit 
20  Whittier  St. 

Summary  of  Services:  A  variety  of  out-patient  services  are  provided 
at  the  clinic,  including:  (1)  Addiction  treatment  (?)  Maternal  and 
Infant  Care;  (3)  Immunization  clinic;  (4)  Dental  clinic;  (5)  Orthdontic 
clinic;  (6)  Tuberculosis  clinic;  (7)  VJell-Baby  clinic;  (8)  Public 
Health  Nursing  service;  (9)  Diabetes  screening  clinic. 
Future:  This  building  is  to  be  demolished  as  part  of  the  Campus  High 
School  Urban  Renewal  Program.  Its  functions  are  to  be  integrated  into 
the  operation  of  the  Mahoney  Family  Life  Center,  which  will  locate 
in  the  proposed  facility. 

(7)  Mahoney  Family  Life  Center 
54  Roxbury  Street 

Summary  of  Services:  The  Mahoney  Family  Life  Center  is  sponsored  by 

the  Boston  Model  Cities  program,  it  provides  comprehensive  health  and 


related  services,  including  social  services,  speech  hearing  and  language 

counseling  and  therapy,  mental  health  counseling,  drug  counseling,  consumer 

education  and  protection  services,  dental  services  and  complete  ambulatory 

medical  care  (adult  medicine,  obstetrics/gynecology  and  pediatricts) , 

and  information  and  refei^ral  services. 

Future:  The  current  building,  less  than  adequate  for  the  scope  of  services, 

is  to  be  demolished  as  part  of  the  road  network  of  the  Campus  High  School 

Urban  Renewal  Project.  The  Family  Life  Center  will  locate  in  the  proposed 

facility,  and  expand  its  pragr-as  to  include  services  for  tlie  students 

and  faculty  of  the  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools. 

Secondary  Education  Complex 

(8)  Campus  High  project 

Summary  of  services:  The  school  eventually  will  provide  for  5,000  secondary 

school  students.  Plans  include  major  facilities  for  a  cultural  arts  center, 

a  public  concourse  with  room  for  commercial  and  community  services, 

and  parking. 

Future:  The  first  stage  of  the  high  school  is  scheduled  for  Fall,  1974 

completion. 

(9)  Roxbury  Little  City  Hall 
29  Roxbury  Street 

Summary  of  Services :  The  Little  City  hall  receives  complaints  about 
city  services,  and  processes  them  for  action. 

Future:  The  Little  City  Hall  will  remain  in  or  adjacent  to  the  proposed 
service  area. 


As  the  above  review  of  existing  services  in  the  community  indicates, 
several  of  the  major  service  providers  will  have  their  facilities  taken  by  public 
action,  while  others  are  in  less  than  adequate  space  currently.  The  proposed 
Social  Services  Complex  will  provide  for  a  continuity  of  service  delivery, 
in  better  space,  and  with  better  accessibility  to  the  community.   In  the 


absence  of  such  a  facility  the  services  available  to  the  area  will  remain 
miniiTial,  in  inadequate  space,  and  not  covering  identified  needs. 

The  1959  LRCC  report  on  Social  Services,  in  addition  to  identifying 
those  services  which  v/ould  be  leaving  the  service  area,  also  identified 
needs  for  the  population  of  the  service  area,  including  that  portion  of 
the  population  which  would  be  moving  into  newly-constructed  housing.  Those 
needs,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  that  they  be  met,  are  as 
follows: 

1)  Health  and  Family  Care:  The  Mahoney  Family  Life  Center  will  be 
able  to  improve  the  delivery  of  service  in  this  area  by  locating  in  a 
structure  designed  specifically  to  the  unique  attributes  of  the  Family 
Life  Center  concept.  Joint  use  of  the  services  by  the  schools  adds  an 
innovative  element. 

2)  Legal  Services:  The  location  of  the  Boston  Legal  Assistance  Program 
brings  a  civil-law  oriented  service  to  the  community,  close  to  the 
Court  Mouse.  Similarly  locating  the  Roxbury  Defenders  Committee  here 
provides  better  space  for  this  organization,  which  focuses  on  criminal 
cases. 

3)  Day  Care:  The  use  of  the  former  Cooper  Centre  building  for 
APAC  Head  Start  continues  the  traditional  identification  of  this 
building  by  the  community  as  a  location  for  day  care  services. 

The  LRCC  Day  Care  Program  proposed  for  the  primary  facility  expands 
the  range  of  day  care  services  to  include  home  care. 

4)  Community  Development:  Location  of  LRCC  offices,  and  APAC  develop- 
ment programs  (Neighborhood  Employment  Center  and  Administrative 
Offices),  and  the  Credit  Union  permit  mutual  reinforcing  of  efforts 

in  this  direction. 

5)  Administrative  Coordination:  Locating  APAC  administrative  offices 
close  to  several  of  their  programs  permits  improvided  internal  coordina- 
tion. Locating  several  providers  in  one  complex  permits  more  efficient 
coordination  of  all  services,  both  formally  and  informally. 


Score 
C.  Coordination  of  existing  services-  -------------------  _5 

The  discussion  under  551-12  (b)  indicates  that  many  of  the  services 
which  win  locate  in  the  proposed  facility  are  existing  services  in  the  community 
whose  present  facilities  are  being  taken  by  public  action.  Thus  the  project 
itself  is  based  on  the  premise  of  coordinating  existing  services  to  provide 
a  continuity  of  service  delivery  as  related  to  identified  needs.  In  addition 
to  those  services  which  will  locate  in  the  facility,  close  coordination  will 
be  effected  with  the  many  services  in  or  related  to  the  service  area,  including: 
Model  Cities  (and  its  several  constituent  programs  and  tlieir  successors),  Roxbury 
Boys  Club,  Young  Women's  Leadership  Club,  Roxbury  Yr'iCA,  Council  of  Elders, 
Boston  School  Department,  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Community  School,  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston,  IJhittier  St.  Neighborhood 
Development  Center,  OIC,  Little  City  Hall,  Alianza  Hispana,  The  Circle,  Inc., 
New  Urban  League,  Roxbury  Multi -Service  Center  and  such  others  as  may  prove 
beneficial . 
VI.  Capacity  to  administer  the  Neighborhood  Facility 

A.  Local  commitment  ---------------------------5 

The  following  material  establishes  the  capacity  to  provide  and 
administer  the  range  of  services  identified  as  being  needed  for  the  proposed 
Neighborhood  Facility.  The  proposed  Social  Services  Complex  is  being 
advanced  jointly  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  Lower  Roxbury  Community  Corporation.  The  center  will  operate 
on  the  "Marketplace  of  Services"  concept,  in  which  several  service  providers 
are  invited  to  share  space  in  a  services  marketplace,  providing  high  quality 
services  in  attractive  and  accessible  facilities.  This  concept  was  first 
articulated  in  the  1969  LRCC  report  on  the  need  for  social  services  in  the 
Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project. 


The  administrative  structure  is  shown  in  Figure  2.  The  structure 
is  designed  to  provide  rnaxinium  efficiency  in  vvorking  together  on  common 
issues,  while  simultaneously  providing  for  maximum  responsiveness  by 
individual  program  components  the  varying  constituencies  which  they 
each  will  serve.  Coordination  among  programs  will  take  place  through 
the  Coordinating  Committee.  The  committee  will  be  composed  of  the 
Directors  of  each  of  the  program  elements,  and  such  other  members  as 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect  satisfactory  coordination.  Effective 
functioning  of  this  committee  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Complex  Director. 
Coordination  among  the  back-up  agencies  for  individual  program  elements 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Director  of  each  individual  program. 

Each  program  element  will  have  direct  responsibility  for  its 
own  program,  including  funding.  This  responsibility  includes  provisions 
for  outreachi  intake,  referral  and  follow  through;  information  development 
and  dissemination;  maintenance  of  central-record  keeping  system;  community 
organization.  As  most  proposed  programs  are  already  in  existence,  this 
involves  simply  a  transfer  of  these  functions  from  one  location  to  another. 
Notes  to  Administrative  Structure: 

1.  LRCC  Board:  Will  exercise  overall  policy  direction  for  the  Social 

Service  Complex,  particularly  in  matters  of  comimon  administrative 
and  coordi native  concern. 

2.  Complex  Director:  Will  be  responsible  for  the  overall  administration 

and  coordination  of  the  Complex  and  will  be  directly  responsible 
to  the  LRCC  Board. 

3.  Coordinating  Committee:  Will  be  composed  of  the  Directors  of  each 

program,  and  other  such' members  as  are  deemed  necessary  to  effect 
satisfactory  coordination  and  decision-making. 

4.  Program  Elements:  Each  will  have  responsibility  to  fund  and  operate 

its  particular  program.  Specific  program  policy  will  be  determined, 
by  the  Board  of  that  program.

B.  Program  Experience 

If  locality  has  had  prior  federally  assisted  Neighborhood  Facilities 
Grant  Program  experience  ---------------------------5 

The  City  of  Boston,  acting  through  its  Public  Facilities  Department, 
has  expeditiously  put  into  operation  the  Dorchester  Neighborhood  House  and 
has  operated  it  in  accordance  with  contract  conditions.

VII,  Local   Equal    Cniployn'ient  and  Entrepreneurial   Effort 

Training  and  EiiiployiiiGnt  Opportuni  ti-js   for  Minorities   -----------3 

The  City  of  Boston   is   presently  involved  in  a  full -range  of  local, 
state  and  federal    training  and  employment  programs   for  disadvantaged  and 
minoi^ity  persons.      In   fiscal  year  1970,   for  example,   the  City  of  Boston 
spent  $52  mi  11  ion  in  Federal   monies    for  training  and  employment  programs. 
Relatively  superior  oppoi^tuni  ties   for  minority  persons   are  provided  in 
Boston.      In  a  typical   month,   Novermber,   1971,   85%  of  the  nev.'  enroll ces   in 
ABCD  programs  were  minority  individuals.      Efforts   are  contii/jal  ly  being 
made  to  reviev;  and  improve  the  existing  programs.     A  case  in  point  is  the 
recent  revision  of  the  Boston  Plan   for  the  training   and  hiring  of  minority 
individu-.ls   in  the  contracting  industry. 

Model    Cities   is   required  by  a  HUD  directive   (CDA  Letter  #11)   to  give 
Model    Neighborhood  Residents    (fa.'Rs)   preference  in  all   employnient  generated 
by  Model    Cities.     This   includes   staff,   sub-contractors,   the  citizen's 
participation   group,   and  construction  activity.     Since   71%  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  is  minority,   this   policy  is   virtually  the  same  as   a  minority 
emplo^mient  policy.     This   policy  requires   preference   in  both   hiring  and  upgrading. 
This  policy   requires   has   resulted,  as   of  October  6,   1971,   in  Model    Cities 
delegate  agencies   hiring  45/i'  Model   neighborhood  residents,   81%  Black,   11% 
Spanish  speaking  or  other,   and  9%  White.     Among  specific  steps   taken  to 
insure  resident  minority  preference: 

(a)  standard  language   in  legal    contracts   requiring  compliance 

(b)  a  target  of  50%  MNils   in  progressional -managerial    jobs,   75%  in 
para-professional-clerical    jobs . 

(c)  reporting  requiroir.ents  monthly  on  personnel    changes,   and  hiring 
procc'.ires,   progress  towards   goals   and  salary  changes'   promotions.

(d)  a  pc^'cy  of  giving  local   agencies  or  businesses  preference  in 
the  awarding  of  contracts. 

(e)  a  training  upgradit.3  plan   from  each  delegate  agency 

(f)  several    contracts   aimed  principally  at  training  residents   for 

needed  jobs >   such   as   construction,  tenant  organizing,   code  enforcement 

and  housing  inspection. 

For  construction  similar  steps  have  been  taken.  Legal  preference 
has  been  built  into  Mod.l  Cities  funded  construction  and  Boston  Public 
Facilities  Department  v.'orl;  where  there  are  1)  MCA  funded  jobs  and  2)  work 
is  in  the  Model  Neighborhood.  Additionally  under  these  conditions  50%  of 
the  work  force  must  be  local.  Two  major  Model  Cities  funded  construction 
projects,   FAIT  and  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  were  built  by  local    contractors. 

B.     Business  Oppo.  tuni ties   for  Minorities 3 

The   City  of  Boston  lias  established  within  tlie  Office  of  Human   Rights 
an  Economic   Development  Program  to  assist  minority  entrepreneurs   in  obtaining 
loans,   negotiating  contracts,   locating  sites,  etc.     The  major  public  activity 
at  the   local    level    is   in  the  Econonn';,  Planning  and  Development  Program  of  the 
Model    Cities  Agency. 

The  Boston  Model    City  Agency  has   contracted  with  the  Community  Development 
Corporation  of  Boston,   Inc.    (CCDC)   to  foster  business   opportunities   for  residents 
of  the  Model    City  Area.     At  the  present,   CDC  is   funded  entirely  by  the  Model 
City  Agency  which  has   provided  over  a  million   dollars   to  the  CDC. 

The  CDC  aids  both  the  existing  and  potential  businessman  in  solving 
his  business  problems.  The  CDC  may  provide  technical  assistance,  financial 
assistance  (loans  and  equity  investments)  or  a  combination  of  technical  and 
financial    assistance.     This   program  is   geared  tc./ard  aiding  the  local    business- 


man  who  is  unable  to  c:>t  assistance   froi;i  other  conventional   sourcef;.     Thus, 
the  program  attempts   to  renedy  the  many  business   inequities   suffered  by  the 
minority  businessnian   and  provide  him  with  an  opportunity  to  succeed.     Model 
Cities  has   a  contract  witfi   Contractors   Association  of  Boston  to  provide 
local    Black   contractors  with  technical    assistance. 

Also  loca.ted  in  the  Ilodel    City  Area  is  Circle,  which   among  other 
branches   has   one  devoted  tow&rd  providing  venture   capital    to  the  Roxbury 
Area.      In  June  of  1971,   the  Office   of  Economic  Opportunity  funded  Circle 
with  one  million  dollars   to  be  used  as   venture   capital    for  the  next 
two  years  to  stimulate  the  Roxbui^y  economy. 

Circle  Inc.    has   also  received  funds   from  the  Economic   Development 
Adininistration  of  the  Department  of  Commierce.     These  funds   have  been  for 
the  creation  of  the  Small    Business  Development  Center,   an  educational 
institution  which  offc)":.    courses   geared  to  the  needs   of  tlie  minority. 
C.     Affirmative  Action  Taken  within  Applicants  Own  Employment  for 

minorities   ------------------------------4 

The  City  of  Boston   requires   affirmative   action  plans   from  all 
c'.-velopers  with  wliom  it  signs   Land  Disposition  Agreements,      In  addition, 
under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act,   the  City  of  Boston  has   agreed  to 
establish  minimum  hiring  goals   as   follows:     56%  of  the  total   work   force 
under  Section  5   and  48/'.  under  Section  6. 

The  CDA  11   policies   and  procedures  described  in  part  one   (1)   above 
apply  similarly  to  Model    Cities   /tgency  staff.     As  of  September,   1971,   the 
staff  breakdown  was:     65%  Black,   30%  White,   5%  Spanish  speaking  and  other. 
Also,  47%  of  MCA's   staff  is  made  up  of  Model   Neighborhood  residents.      Residents 
are  given  preference   in  hiring  and  promotions;  Model   Cities   reports  to  HUD 


quarterly  on  progress  towards  employment  goals;  v/e  are  working  on  civil 
service  reform  so  as   to  provide  more  permanent  e i irp  1  oy me nt  options  for  staff 
and  expand  the   impact  of  tlie  prefer:  -ice  policy.

A.  Local  commitment-  --.--------------------"----4 

The  Mayor's  Office  and  the  BRA  have  worl^ed  foi'  over  the  last  six 

years  with  members  of  the  local  community  on  the  needs  of  the  area  and  better 
ways  to  meet  them. 

B.  Resident  commitment-  -------------------------4 

As  indicated  earlier,  the  proposed  Social  Services  Complex  is  being 

jointly  developed  by  the  Lower  Roxbury  Community  Corporation  and  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  LRCC  is  the  organization  of  the 
residents  of  the  Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project.  As  indicated  in  the 
accompanying  brochure,  LRCC  was  formed  in  1956  by  residents  of  the  community 
to  oppose  the  initial  proposals  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for 
the  Campus  Higli  project.  After  considerable  controversy  major  changes  were 
made  in  the  proposed  renewal  plan  to  accommodate  resident  concerns  for 
equivalent  replacement  housing,  a  modified  site  design  and  replacement 
social  services.  A  'Memorandum  of  Understanding'  was  signed  between  LRCC 
and  the  City  establishing  LRCC's  continuing  right  to  a  planning  role  in 
relation  to  the  Campus  High  Project.  Subsequently  LRCC  v/as  designated 
Project  Area  Committee  (PAC)  for  the  Campus  High  project.  Since  that 
time  LRCC  has  been  actively  involved  in  all  aspects  of  the  Campus  High 
Project,  and  has  carried  primary  responsibility  to  development  of  the 
Social  Services  Complex.  The  objectives  and  proposed  means  of  execution 
are  fully  supported  by  LRCC,  on  behalf  of  all  of  the  residents  of  the 
community. 

C.  Coordination  of  resources-  ----------------------4 

Planning  for  the  proposed  facility  began  in  early  1959.  At  the 

request  of  LRCC,  the  School  Department  and  United  Community  Services  state, 
city  and  community  educational  and  social  agencies  were  called  together.

At  that  time  LRCC  was  asked  to  assume  leadership  in  planning  for  social 
services.  A  stud}'  was  completed  by  LRCC  in  the  summer  of  1969  which  has 
formed  the  basis  for  program  development  of  the  facility. 

During  the  course  of  program  development  a  broad  range  of  agencies 
have  been  involved.  In  addition  to  those  who  will  be  occupying  space  in  the 
facility,  agencies  such  as  Beth-Israel  Hospital,  the  Boston  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  the  Boston  School 
Department,  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  HUD  Area  and  Regional  offices, 
HEW  Regional  office,  Northeastern  University,  and  United  Community  Services 
have  been  involved  in  considerations  of  the  facility. 

D.  Participation  in  area  wide  or  metropolitan  planning  ---------- 

The  City  of  Boston  has  three  voting  members  on  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council  of  Boston: 

1.  The  Mayor  of  Boston 

2.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

3.  The  Commissioner  of  Boston's  Public  V/orks  Department 

Each  of  the  above  is  represented  at  all  MAPC  meetings  and  participates 
actively  in  all  MAPC  activities.  A  cooperation  agreement  is  in  effect  between 
the  Model  Cities  Program  and  Action  for  Boston  Community  Development  (ABCD) 
to  avoid  duplication  of  programs.  All  Model  City  programs  are  submitted 
to  the  MAPC  and  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  State  Planning  and  Management 
under  the  A-95  guidelines.  These  agencies  review  the  Model  City  programs, 
can  recommend  changes,  and  advise  HUD  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  program. 
Model  Cities  and  the  City  of  Boston  also  participate  in  area  wide  planning 
through  the  Boston  Transportation  Planning  Review,  the  Metropolitan  Bay 
Transit  Authority,  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission.

No  absolute  decisions  have  been  made  as  to  the  nature  of  the  facilities 
to  be  constructed  as  part  of  the  new  school  or  as  to  the  extent  of  other, 
non-school .  publiclyjfunded  services  to  be  provided  witJiin  or  through  this 
school  co;r.plex.  It  is  intended  that  these  decisions  will  be  nade  only  in 
cooperation  with  and  with  the  advice  of  tlie  concerned  communities. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  projects  of  LRCC  and  PFD  are  very  closely  re- 
lated to  each  other  and  can  reinforce  each  other  if  carefully  planned  and 
operated.  The  services  provided  should  be  conipl e~enta ry  and  not  duplicative. 
Scarce  resources  of  both  the  City,  LRCC,  and  related  agencies,  in  both  funds 
and  manpower  need  to  be  allocated  in  the  most  effective  manner  to  best  serve 
the  conirnunity. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  would  be  prepared,  if  it  is  so  decided, 
to  make  available  space  within  its  public  buildings  for  appropriate  private 
agency  programs  which  would  coniplement  those  of  the  School  Department,  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department,  Health  and  T.ospitals  Department,  and  so  forth. 
Conversely,  the  PFD  would  be  prepared  to  cor.siccr  acquisition  or  provision 
of  space  for  public  programs  of  these  City  agencies  within  or  adjacent  tc 
tlie  LRCC  community  facilities,  if  the  joint  planning  process  so  indicates. 

In  sum,  therefore,  pleas.e  be  assured  that  the  PFD  is  particularly  in- 
terested in  cooperative  planning  of  these  projects  with  LRCC;  that  it 
welcomes  and  needs  the  participation  of  LRCC  in  the  planning  effort  for^the 
new  school;  and  that  the  PFD  is  very  much  interested  in  participating  along 
with  the  corr-munity  in  the  plans  for  the  LRCC  facility. 

■This  joint  planning  with  community  participation  should  lead,  hopefully 
■ii"i  the  immediate  future,  to  decisions  on  t!ie  most  effective  and  most 
economical  distribution  of  public  and  private  services  in  the  several 
facilities  of  the  area  so  as  to  best  serve  the  ccmrmunity. 

I  hope  this  clarifys  our  intentions  for  your  current  purposes  and  look 
forward  to  a  productive  relationship.

Tliis  letter  for  the  record  will  conf iriTi  agreaiients  on  planjiing  and  cooperation 
reached  betweeii  the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  the  lovier   Roxbury  Conmunity 
Corporation  with  tiie  participation  and  assent  of  the  Boston  School  Department 
and  Bl^  staff  respoasible  hi   this  area,  over  the  past  eighteen  months  since  our 
letter  of  August  22,  1969.  The  statanents  and  intentions  expressed  in  that  letter 
are  still  valid. 


Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  tlie  Letter  of  Intent  filed  by  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  relative  to  the  elanentary  school 
facility  necessary  to  serve  tlie  Lower  Roxbury  Ca-iHiunity  Corporation  area.  The 
cost  of  this  school  serves  as  the  local  share  the  city  must  provide  to  finance 
the  Cairpus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project  and  if  it  is  not  built  the  city 
must  still  corae  up  with  tliis  money.  The  Urban  Rene^v-al  Plan  adopted  by  official 
vote  of  BRA  on  July  9,  1970,  designates  tvro  parcels,  P2a  and  P2b  for  elem.entary 
school  use  in  accordance  witli  that  letter.  Parcel  P2b  also  is  designated  for 
other  educational  use,  ccmraercial  and  canmunity  uses  in  this  Plan  and  the  pro- 
vision of  a  public  pedestrian  easement  through  tlie  parcel  fron  Shav.inut  Avenue 
to  a  sinrLlar  easanent  in  Parcel  Pi,  the  main  Campus  High  School  site,  is  required. 

On  June  11,  1970,  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  requested  the  approval  of 
tlie  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  for  the  selection  of  Parcels  Pi  and  P2b 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Cam.pus  High  School  with  the  specific  understa:xling ,  by 
reference  to  the  letter  of  June  9,  1970     tliat  P2b  v.ould  also  be  used  for 
tlie  elanejitary  school,  and  for  tlie  location  of  ccnmercial  aind  conmunity  service 
facilities.  IVith  the  Superintendent's  approval  of  June  30,  1970,  for  this  selec- 
tion, the  Public  Facilities  Caimission  so  voted  on  July  14,  l->70,  under  the  pro- 
visioiBof  Chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966.

On  Nov€3nl:>er  5,  1970,  t±ie  BRA.  voted  to  designate  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission as  R^evelope^r  of  Parcels  PI  and  P2b  and  authorized  their  Director 
to  ejcecute  a  Land  Disposition  Agreement  v.dth  the  City  of  Boston  tJirough  its 
Public  Facilities  Ca-nrriission  for  these  parcels.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  is 
enclosed.  Subsec[ueiitly  a  Larjd  Disposition  Agreonent  hias  been  executed  betwee-n 
these  agencies  signifying  the  intent  of  BRA  to  deed  tliis  land  to  the  city, 
specif yijng  the  coiiditions  and  price  under  \vhichj^'7ithj_n  the  overall  limits 
of  Parcel  Pi,  the  building  site  for  tlie  first  construction  stage  of  tlie  high 
school  vrould  be  delivered,  and  stating  that  subordinate  LDA,  covering  the 
ramii-der  of  the  land,  inclua.ing  Parcel  P2b,  would  be  executed  at  a  later 
date. 

For  your  further  information,  please  be  advised  that  on  July  10,  1970,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  did  officially  approve  tlie  educational  pro- 
gram and  functional  requirenients  for  the  Campus  High  School,  v/hich  document 
calls  for  the  joint  development  of  conmercial  and  ccmmunity  service  facilities  to 
share  the  high  school  site  if  they  can  be  achieved.  The  irnster  plan  for  the 
area  developed  by  PFD's  architectural  consultant,  approved  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment, ^t)del  City  Agency,  Louver  Roxbury  Community  Corporation,  BRA  and  PFC,  pro- 
vides for  the  location  of  such  facilities  and  has  been  incorporated  into  the 
Urban  Renevs^l  Pl£in,  as  evidenced  by  the  requiroiients  noted  for  Parcel  P2b. 

At  tlie   time  of  official  approval  of  tlie  first  stage  preliminary'  plains  for  the 
Mgh  school,  given  by  t-he  Superintendent  on  KovsTber  30,  1970,  the  School  Depart- 
ment reqxrlrod  the  deletion  of  substantial  health  care  facilities  frcm  tliis  stage, 
on  the  proiuse  that  tl^iey  should  be  provided  in  conji.Liction  \vitli  the  developiient 
of  Parcel  P2b. 

As  a  consequence  of  all  the  above,  the  Pulolic  Facilities  Eepartrriont  considers 
itself  utxie^  obligation  both  to  the  BRA  and  to  the  School  Department  to  uork 
diligently  to  achieve  development  of  Parcel  P2b  with  conmiercial  and  comnunity 
service  facilities  as  well  as  the  nx^re  usual  educational  needs  of  the  Mgh 
scliool  and  elementary  scItooI.  During  the  past  eighteen  months  and  numerous 
m'^tiiigs ,  it  has  become  clear  that  the  BRA,  School  Department,  Model  City  Agency 
and  United  CarBmuiity  Services  all  find  the  Lo\v,'er  Ftoxbury  Ccfi.inunity  Corporation 
a  most  accept-able  participant  and  partner  with  PFC  in  this  effort  and  it  is  the 
wish  of  the  Public  Facilities  Departmient  to  achieve  the  desired  resxolts  through 
such  a  partnership  witli  LRCC  if  it  is  at  all  possible. 

In  terms  of  joint  developnent  of  sites,  as  evidence  of  PFC's  ability  and  willing- 
ness to  undertake  such  efforts,  we  have  already  made  substaiitial  progress  in  other 
projects:  with  the  l\ifts-New  Englcmd  Medical  Center  for  a  school-community  service 
apartnYent-cainmercial  ccmplex,  witli  the  Federation  of  Dorchester  Settlements  for  a 
public/private  recreation-health-conrnunity  service  complex,  and  for  a  school- 
apartment  conplex  in  East  Boston.  To  support  this  concept,  an  amendment  to  the 
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Massachusetts  statute  on  condominiuras  to  allow  piLblic/private  mixed  use  has 
already  been  enacted.  Currently  on  tlie  city's  initiative  a  further  clarify- 
ing eirerdment  has  been  drafted  witli  the  cooperation  cind  endorsanent  of  the 
state  Department  of  Education  and  others,  has  been  filed  and  will  be  heard 
by  the  legislative  corm-iittee  this  Keck.     It  is  anticipated  that  this  bill  v;ill 
make  clear  and  specific  PFC's  po^vers  to  undertake  such  projects,  v/liich  may 
generally  ha   understood  or  inlierent  in  Chiapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  so 
tliat  there  can  be  no  cjuestion.  As  you  know,  PFC  now  has,  by  this- statute,  the 
po^'/er  to  grant,  sell,  lease  or  sublease  upon  such  terms  as  it  and  the  Mayor  may 
deoT)  appropriate,  land  held  for  school  purposes  to  any  person  or  corpxDratLon, 
as  v;ell  as  to  accept  and  expend  grants  or  aid  frcni  private  corporations  or  indi- 
viduals mthout  further  appropriation. 

I  hope  you  rray  find  this  statement  of  our  position/  powers  and  obligations 
acceptable  for  your  purposes.

X.  Expansion  of  Housing 

a.  Expansion  of  low  and  irioderate  income  housing  (applicant)-  -  -3 
Low  end  moderate  incoi.ie  housing  is  being  significantly 

expanded  in  Boston.  The  major  limiting  factor  to  development 
has  been  the  scarcity  of  federal  housing  subsidy  funds.  Since 
1970,  though,  approximately  3,000  units  for  low  and  moderate 
income  have  been  built  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

At  present  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  undertaking 
a  major  project  study  by  which  they  wisli  to  determine  the  number 
and  location  of  housing  units  constructed  during  the  past  12  years 
in  Boston.  To  date  these  figures  are  not  complete  enough  to 
detail  at  this  time. 

The  BRA  is  aware  of  about  10,000  low  and  moderate  income 
units  which  are  in  various  planning  stages  for  new  construction 
and  an  additional  undetermined  number  for  rehabilitation. 

Witliin  the  Ilodel  Cities  area  over  1,000  d'./elling  units  of 
FHA  236  housing  have  been  rehabilitated,  500  are  in  the  process 
of  being  rehabilitated  and  600  more  are  in  the  process  of  being 
planned. 

b.  Expansion  of  low  aiid  moderate  income  housing  (locality)-  -  -3 

A  significant  amount  of  housing  construction  has  taken  place  in  and 
around  the  model  cities  demonstration  area.  Between  the  years  of  1960  -  1970 
about  5500  new  and  rehabilitated  units  were  finished  and  an  additional  450 
units  were  constructed  for  the  elderly.  Presently  1200  units  are  either 
being  newly  constructed  or  rehabilitated  and  2520  other  units  are  in  various 
planning  stages. 

551.22  Expansion  of  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  families  --(locality) 
Within  the  Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Area,  LRCC  itself  is  developing 
the  following: 


132  elderly  units  1  BR,  now  under  construction 

160  family  units  (1-2  BR),  to  begin  construction  1972 

119  town  houses  (3-4  BR),  to  begin  construction  1972 

411  units  total 
These  units  are  being  financed  by  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency, 
utilizing  236  funds. 
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c.  Dispersion  of  housing-  -------------------4 

The  City  of  Boston  and  the  BRA  have  encouraged  the  construction 
of  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  families  and  individuals 
in  all  parts  of  the  city.  During  the  past  1  1/2  years  approximately 
2,000  of  these  units  have  completed  alone,  1,800  arc  under  con- 
struction and  another  5,000  are  being  planned. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  currently  implementing  a 
program  of  locating  low  income  elderly  housing  outside  of  high 
concentration  of  low  income  persons.  To  date,  484  of  these  units 
are  under  cori::>truction  and  an  additional  1,021  units  are  being 
developed. 

On  Map  1,  the  sites  of  low  and  moderate  income  units  which 
have  either  been  built  between  1960-1972  or  are  in  the  final  planning 
stages  which  have  been  identified  so  far  are  shown.

The  proposed  facility  is  part  of  the  Campus  High  School  Urban 
Renewal  Project.  As  has  been  noted  earlier,  this  project  entails  demolition 
of  several  social  service  facilities  and  many  units  of  housing.  The  residents 
of  the  community  have  strongly  stated  the  need  for  replacement  facilities 
and  housing.  This  principal  was  recognized  in  the  'memorandum  of  Understanding' 
between  the  City  and  LRCC,  signed  January  5,  1967.  Thus  for  the  high  school 
to  proceed  acceptable  plans  for  housing  and  social  services  must  be  put  forward. 
LRCC  has  participated  in  developing  plans  in  both  areas.  In  fact,  LRCC  is  the 
designated  developed  of  the  replacement  housing,  and  is  jointly  developing 
the  social  services  facilility  with  Public  Facilities  Department.  In  brief 
the  proposed  facility  responds  to  the  community's  expressed  concern  in  the 
area  of  development.   Its  satisfactory  completion  is  crucial  to  development 
of  the  other  aspects  of  the  renewal  plan.

On  behalf  of  the  Roxbury  Defenders  CoiTimittee,  Inc., 
I  would  like  to  indicate  support  for  LRCC's  development  of  a 
Social  Services  Complex  in  the  Campus  High  School  Urban  Re- 
newal Project,  and  to  indicate  our  interest  in  being  part  of 
the  program. 

Our  organization,  composed  of  at  least  eight  full- 
time  attorneys  and  accessory  personnel,  focuses  on  the  defense 
services  available  to  indigent  defendants  in  a  high  crime  area. 
The  primary  emphasis  is  full  service  to  individual  defendants 
including  the  provision  of  social  services  on  a  referral  basis. 
At  present,  we  represent  clients  in  the  Roxbury  District  Court 
and  the  Dorchester  District  Court. 

We  would  propose  to  locate  free  legal  aid  to  criminal 
defendants  in  the  complex.   The  Roxbury  Defenders  Commit, ee 
would  provide  the  following  services: 

(a)  Better  and  more  thorough  defense  of  indigent 
clients  by  limiting  the  caseload  of  our  attorneys 

(b)  Social  services  for  clients — identification  and 
development  of  further  resources.   V7e  would  have 
a  full-time  social  worker  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Complete  use  of  existing  legal  resources,  such 
as,  the  Massachusetts  Lav;  Reform  Institute,  the 
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-..  Boston  University  Criminal  Lav/  Institution,  the 

Lav/yer's  Coirornittee  for  Civil  Rights,  the  Boston 

Legal  Assistance  Project  and  the  Massachusetts 
Defenders  Coramittee.   The  participation  of  the 
latter  organizations — and,  of  course,  the  lawyers 
who  staff  them, — provide  an  essential  and  invalu- 
able resource  capacity,  particularly  for  appeals. 

(d)  A  separate  staff  of  attorneys  and  social  worker  to 
deal  wj th  juvenile  defendants  and  the  special  pro- 
blems surrounding  them. 

Provision  of  these  services  v/ould  require  approximately 
5,000  sq.  ft.   V7e  would  be  happy  to  v/ork  v/ith  your  architect  re- 
garding design  and  utilization  of  the  space c 

Wc  look  forward  to  joining  with  LRCC  in  the  provision 
of  services  throughout  the  community.
